FEARED L LOSS OF 
ENTIRE CREW: 


Moscow, May 26. 


Brief details have just 
been disclosed of a terrible 
disaster during Russian 
naval exercises in the Gulf of 
Finland on Friday last weck, 
when a submarine plunged 
to the bottom. 

Every effort was made to 
locate the doomed craft without 
success and there is little doubt 
that the entire erew has perish- 
ed. 

The cause of the accident — is 
unknown, No collision occurred, 
The submarine either struck a sub- 
merged object or developed trouble 
which prevented her from regain- 
ing the surface. 

The offtcial report of the disaster 
states; 

Submarjne No. 9 of the Baltle 
Fleet, during trainings exercises in 
the Gulf of Finland on Friday, 
dived and did not reappear. 


Two aeroplanes searched the 
spot where the submarine was 
xeen to go down, and the obser- 
vers noticed vil upon the surface 
of the water, grim evidence of 
tragedy. 


Salvage of the craft in difficult 
owing to the fact that the water In 
the vicinity is a hundred fathoms 
deep.— Reuter,

_ Foochow, May 25. 

Bombing-planes, machine- 
guns, Lewis guns ‘and “cold 
steel” were used in military 
operations against a big force of 
Communists who were threaten- 
ing Chungan, with the result 
that over four hundred were kill- 
ed and many more captured. 

The Communists recently cross- 
ed the border from Kiangsi, being 
pressed by .General Mao, and for 
some time they had heen threaten- 
ing Chungan city. 

Several attempts were. made by 
the Reds to enter the city, but 
General Lin Ping-chow inspired his 
men to hold on at all costs, vowing 
that he himself would stand firm, 
even if he died in defence of the 
city. 

Eventually, the Reds were forced 
to .retire, and, it appears, “Wuring 
their retreat were suddnly attack- 
ed by General Mao's forces. 

Genernl] Mao’s machine-gunners 
advanced under a barrage and 
wrought such destruction that the 
remanants of the Communist force 
fled to the mountains. 

Six bombing ‘planes were then 
assigned to the task of -routing 
the Communists out, and they were 
supported by infantry who first 
used Lewle guns and then, on get- 
ting to close grips with the Reds, 
caused great loss of, life with their 
bayonets.

IN QUEEN’S-RD. 


Two Detectives in 
Fist Fight. 

Two Europeans, dressed in. 
civilian clothes, but believed 
to be soldiers, were involved 
in a serious fracas in Queen’s | 
Road Central, near Battery 
Path, last night, following 


an assault upon two inoffen- 
sive passers-by, 


The. ren! victims of the affair 
were two Chinese detectives, 
who were on duty in Queen’s 
Road. They were roughly hand- 
led by the Europeans, who fled 
up ‘Battery Path after a short 
and sharp bout of fisticuffs, 

The incident has a_ rather 
mysterious air, It commenced from 
an apparently totally unprovoked 
attack upon two Chinese pedes- 
trians, who blew. police whistles 
to attract attention. The two 
Chinese detectives arrived on the 
scene, upon which the Europeans - 
censed to belabour thelr original 
victims, and launched ‘a fierce 
attack on the newcomers, ‘both 
of whom were badly knocked 
about. 


Previous Affray. 


Investigators of the trouble, re- 
calling the affray in Pedder Street 
at the beginning of the. month, 
are’ inclined to suspect 
the original assault was half- 
‘hearted, and intended only to’ 
bring the detectives upon the 
scene, : 

According to statements which 
the two members .of the Police - 
Force have made to their superior 
oflicers, they were on duty in 
Queen’s Road, near Pedder Street 
at about 9.30 p.m. last night when 
they_ heard the sounds of_police — 
whistles being blown further long 
Queen’s Road. Running in to- 
wards Battery Path, the detectives 
encountered two Europeuns, who 
were dressed in civilian clothes, 
man-handling two Chinese pedes- 
trians, 


Both Men Escaped, 


On the arrival on the scene of 
the detectives, the Europeans 
turned upon: them and assaulted | 
them with their fists. 

One ‘of the men, Chang Ki, 
whose number is C167, was struck 
on the nose as well as other parts 
of the body and was Ieft bleeding | 
freely, The other man . Wong 
Cheuk, C360, was also hurt but less 
seriously. 

When the detectives found them- 
selves attacked, they broke free 
und instantly blew their police 
whistles, chusing. thelr assailants 
to flee. Both escaped up Battery

England lost. On the contrary [ft 
berame considerably cheaper to 
Hive abroad. 

We find the Chairman of the 
Midland Bank telling us as recent- 
ly as-a month asco: “According 
to our experience of the working 
of the gold standard the flow of 
gold into ereditor countries 
‘should have caused an expansion 
of money supplies. The stimulat- 
ing effect on prices would in turn 
have enabled débtor countries to 
dispose of their products to better 
advantage, but in fact the move- 
ment of yold has bad noe 
effect, As a consequence Franc. 
has offered us little stance to 
the fall in wholesale 5 sat this 
country, Which has received no 
accession to its stock of gold, 2 
is clear, therefore, that the polit 
standard ix not workings ak we 
anticipated.”

This was” reaffirmed as late as 
1926. How then can a 
demand {interest from another wha 
is merely using that which ix his 
own? To charse interest is to 


«cll. time and who can claim any, 


ownership in time? No-Mahome- 
dan will charge interest on a loan, 
Ite will ‘necept rufa, or commis- 
sion, or anything else that brings 
in a better return than any infidel

Not only is interest clearly 
immoral, ‘decidedly ileal and 
devilish inconvenient, but it is 
totally unnecessary.

another. sphere, and the Firat 
Foreign Legion received marching 
orders to proceed to Indo-China 
where no new crisis for French 
statesmen awaited military men- 
sures,: The natives there had ro- 
yolted and the disturbance attain- 
ing the nature of a country-wide 
rebellion, threatened French rule. 
there, in theforemost and richeat 
of their Colonial possessions. 

Malf of the Foreign Legion was 
ombarked under a General who 
had had considerable experiance 
of the Rifian War. In Gall’s own 
battalion, there were B00 men, of 
whom no fewer than 600 were 
Germans, the remainder eompris- 
ing French, Belgians, Russians. 
Swiss and Britons. It was a com- 
posite foreign army that finally 
came Into contact with the re- 
volutionisty of Indo-China. 

Much of the fighting in which the 
First Leglon were engaged took 
place around Vinh and other towns 
in Central Annam. Except ‘for 
the first few days of the 
outbreak, in) January last, the 
Company in which Gall was, 
were not actively employed. 
In the suppression of the revolt 
in the Northern province of Ton- 
kin, the native crack infantrymen, 
called tirraileurs, bore the Brunt 
of the ngsnults. Gall, who fought 
with them, snid they were brave, 
but they had to meet tennaciour 
adversaries, and, as often as nol 
forgot their loyalty to. the authori- 
ties by going over to the ranks of 
the rebels, Others, refused te 
fight, and the military prisont 
were pneked with mutincors, when 
Gall deft. Indo-China, 

Devertion Planned. 

Six years-had passed since’ Gall 
joined -the Legion, and although 
he had no apeclal grievance ae 
regards treatment, the: lure of 
adventure had by this time begun 
to pall.. When not engaged in 
actual fighting, there was plenty 
of hard work to perform, mislug 
military roads, building fortifica- 
tions and other necessities of 
warfare jn a pioneer country, 
With four other Germnans—con- 


genial spirits, he had found them

It was at the best a 
tedious job, traveliing from one 
village .to nother, subsisting 
scantily on rive and what othor 
neecssities kindly disposed villagers 
might care to offer. Gall himsdf 
had 140 Pinstres on him when he 
deserted, and this helped him and 
his companions considerably in 
thelr journey of several hundred 
miles. . 


Party Scparated. 


Avolding towns where French 
influence might couse their undoing, 
they finally reached Nanning, and 
{t wna here that the mombers of 
the party got separated, One of 
Gall's companions hid to go inte 
hospital, worn. down by the hard- 
ships of the journey. At Wuchow, 
the next stage in 
two others got separated in a sam- 
pan, and at Canton, which Gall 
renched during the week-cnd, a 
fourth companion became seriously 
ill: and was taken to hospital. Gail 
was the sole member of the party 
who Inter called on the local Ger- 
man Consul for assistance. He was 
provided with clothing and neces+ 
gities- and came ‘down to Hong- 
kong yesterday. . 

As to the immediate reason for 
his desiring to return to his home 
at Stuttgart, Gall told our represen- 
tative that his father had written 
to him pointing out the desirability 
of his marrying and settling down. 
He confessed that he had his fill 
of adventure and that nothing 
would sult him better now than to 
fall in with the parental wishes. 

He is leaving for Germany by 
steamer this afternoon.

REFORM. 


Hongkong and the Straita Settle- 
ments were referred to at a recent 
mecting in Singapore as the only 
two Colonies in the British Em- 
pite which docs not enjoy some 
form of franchise. This was dur- 
ing a discussion, at the annual 
meeting of the Straits Settlements 
(Singapore) Association on the 
queation of Council reform. The 
fact that the Imperial Government 
is proposing to extend the-franchise 
in Bermuda, and even to introduce 
fomale suffrage, was commented on, 
one sperker suggesting that Lord 
Passfield might be under the im- 
pression that the: Straits Settle- 
ments enjoyed 
which, event he’should be informed 
that his assumption was wrong! 


Reading through the report of 
the meeting ‘to which we have ree 
ferred, it becomes. apparent that 
there is considerable diversity of 
view among members of the As- 
sociation on this matter of Couns 
cit reform. In fact, the Chairman 
drew attention to the fact that less 
than one-third of the members 
voted in a recent referendum on 
the subject, and he interpreted this 
as indicating that the Association 
was definitely opposed to any al- 
teration in the existing conditions. 
This view was, however, .sttongly 
opposed by other speakers, a point 
being: made of the fact that various 
communal = Associations - favour 
some type of reform. One point 
raised waa the definition of a Bri- 
tish subject, in which connexion a 
query wag raised as to whether 
Chinese or Indians born in a Bri- 
tish Colony could claim thnt de- 
signation, The speaker who raised 
this issue confessed that he could 
find no law in support of the gen- 
oral, belief that such persons were 
British subjects, adding that he 
thought people who had 
not shown ‘any capacity. to 
govern thelr ° own - _ country 


|should not have the right to 


help.in governing a Brittely Colony. 
A Government spokesman, however, 


made’ the point quite clear. when’ he 


stated that anyone born in British 
territory is a natural-born British 
subject...The status of Chinese’ 
born inthe Straits Settlements

Despite the charges of levhargy 
brought against the ‘Association, it 
is clear thot there are leadIny 
spirits in it who intend to press 
this matter of Council reform. Aa 
A consequence, the Association har 
decided to join with the Penang 
Association in petitioning the Gov- 
ernment to appoint a Commission 
to go into the whole question. It 
in hoped that by this method, every 
aspect’ of the Issue will be calmly 
considered and some definite de- 
cision be reached. The Govern- 
ment, apparently, does not think 
the moment quite propitious, judg- 
ing fromthe remarks of on official 
present at the meeting, .but he con- 
ceded that the subject was not dend 
and would come up again in the 
nenr future, The questions in- 
volved aro admittedly diMfcull, but 
that is no reason why they should 
not be faced. Frankly, we should 
like to see the Issue taken up by 
Hongkong o8 well.’ An impartial 
investigation of the matter should 
be of the utmost value, In there 
matters. {t is well that action 
should not lag behind public feel- 


ing. 


War Debts Rejoinder. 


Foreign delegates to the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce 
gathering in Washington appear to 
have come off best in a tilt with 
President Hoover on the war debts 
revision issue. Advocates of re- 
duction or cancellation are, in these 
days particularly, anything but 
popular in the American capital, 
which would prefer to let sleeping 
dogs lie. The mere thought of open 
discussion of the problem is suf- 
fielent to cause disquiet. When, 
therefore, it became known that the 
International Chamber was likely 
to indulge in the gentle. game of 
American Government-baiting, Pre- 
sident Hoover scized the first op- 
portunity to deliver a public speech 
professing to represent the ‘attitude 
of the Goverument. tn most quar- 
ters, the address was interpreted 
as a warning to Europe that it 
would be useless to talk about debt 
revision while spending such Jirge 
sums on armaments. . The . line 
taken by the President was readiy 
seized upon by delegates at ‘thei 
next meeting, one of the Ttalians 
pointing out that the Uniled States 
herself has the world’s biggest war 
budget. The figures for the cur- 
rent year In round figures, he said, 
were America, £160,000,000; 
Great Britain, £155,000,000; 
France, £82,000,000. America had 
also shown the greatest percentage 
of increas¢ since the War, the 1918 
figures being, Britain, £77,000,000, 
France, £82,000,000, and America, 
£68,000,000, The- figures _ apeak

sident Hoover's attempt to "silence 
criticlam, appear timely as, well as 
justified. One of the principal 
speakers during the Chamber de- 
bate was Sir Alan Anderson, of.

and pointed out that while Great 
Britain had cancelled ao greater 
debt: than the total owed to the 
United States, the latter country 
still found it hard to accept as {m- 
partial, ndvice from debtor coun- 
tries that they should be forgiven 
what they owed. The Initial moves 
in the rather piquant situation, be 
it. noted, were made by the nations 


which under the Young Plan stand], 


ueither to gain nor to lose by debt 
toviaion.. Tha Americans have 
since resorted to the. argument that 
Europe's ability to.pay had been de- 
monstrated. Perhaps {t has. No 
default has yet been recorded. At 
the same time, there ‘is more than 
n suspicion that the impoverlsh- 
ment of Europe in the process has 
had moro than n little to do with 
tho grave American industrial de- 
pression. Revision suggestions 
these days are’ not by peoples hop- 
ing to esenpe Hability, but by ox- 
perts desirous of breaking the 
world depression, Unfortunately, 
It appears, America cannot sco wis 
dom in this point of viow. ;

PROBLEM. 


" MAGISTRATE DIFFERS FROM 
PREDECESSOR. 


INTERESTING POINT. 


_A ruling made by a former 
Magistrate, who is now acting as 
Puisne Judge, as to the right view 
to be taken of larceniea from local 
dockyards, was questioned in a 
similar case before Mr.. Schofield

Mr. 'G. T. Bird, in charge of the 
watchmen’s service at the yard, told 
the Maglatrate that’ there had been 
frequent thefts of such material 
and detection in the present case 
had resulted from a special watch. 

Mr. Schofield observed that it 
seemed to him that a better charge 
would have been one of receiving 
atolen goods, :

UNKNOWN CHINESE 
KILLED. ° 


SPEED LIMIT QUESTION 
“AT INQUIRY.. 


An unknown Chinese who was 
killed by a Hongkong Hotel bua in 
Queen's Road Central on the 14th 
instant, wus the subject of a 
Coroner's inquest, before Mr. 
Schofield at the Central Magistracy, 
yesterday afternoon, In a rider 
the jury 3uggested a fifteen mile 
per hour limit for all trafic in 
Queen's Road. 


His Worship explained to the 
jury that two things had to be 
considered; (1) whother the bus 
driver took all possible precautions 
to avold the accident; and (2), 
having regard to the circumstances 
to be set out by the enquiry, should 
any recommendation be mnde_ re- 
xarding traffic in Queen's Road 
Central. 


Dr. A. V. Greaves, in charge of 
the. Victorin Mortuary, testifying 
with regard to 0 post-mortem ox- 
amination: he made of the remnina 
on the morning following the ac- 
cident, said that certain of the ribs 
were fractured, and that both lungs 
and internal organs were ruptured. 
The injuries were consistent with 
the man having been run over by 
n heavy vehicle. The cauao of 
death was shock and haemorrh- 
nee. 


The skull wns, however, 
uninjured, and there were no mar! 
on elther the front or back, 
ness could not say if the body had 
been dragged dlong after being 
knocked down. ‘ 


Police Otitcer on Scene. 


Detective Sergeant J. O'Donovan, 
told the Court that while walking 
under the verandah on the north 
side of Queen’s Road, near the junc- 
tlon:of Jubilee Street, he heard 
shouts behind him. Ile walked 
Into the street and looked back, in 
time to ace an enstbound Hongkong 
Hote! bus (No.612), travelling on 
its proper side, come to a stop, 20 
yards from where he was standing. 

He saw a Chinese male under- 
neath the near aide‘of the bus, his 
head and shoulders protruding from 
under the front mudguard, and his 
body midway between the front 
and rear wheels, He appeared to 
be lifeless. 

When witness. returned from. 
a shop whence he telephoned for an 
ambulance, a Chinese doctor had 
appeared on the avenc, The doctor 
examined the victim and pronounc- 
ed Hfe to be extinct; whereupon, 
witness cancelled the arrangements 
for the ambulance and had o dead 
box brought. 

Answering ao question “by. the 
jury, witness said that the bus was 
in a straight line along the road- 
way, nine feet from the kerb on: its 
The body was lying on 
its face. 

Mr, J. A. Delgado, who was a 
passenger in the bus, in describing 
the accident, said that the deceas- 
ed walked out from the verandah 
on the left side of the bus. He 
Was carrying some boxes on his 
shoulder and waa knocked down, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
driver had ‘sounded his horn — be- 
sides swerving slightly to the right. 
A bus coming in the opposite diree- 
tion prevented him from swerving 
too far to the right. 

Corroborative evidence was given 
by the bus driver involved in the 
necident: as well asthe driver_.{n 
charge of the bus going in a wester- 
ly direction. a 

Evidence of the testing of the 
brakes and finding them in good 
condition was given by the Police. 


Fatality Figures. 


Inspector C. F, Alexander pro- 
duced the driver's record 
at the request of the Coroner, gave, 
figures of the fatal accidents in 
Queen's Road during the past two 
years, He suid that in 1929 there 
were three futal accidents, of which 
one: involved a motor bus, while in 
1930 there had been cight fatalitics, 
including. five in which buses were, 
concerned. In one of these a pas-- 
senger had been killed whilst 
alighting from a moving bus, Dur- 


-Ing the-past five montha there had 


been four fatal accidents with one 
invalving a bus, the present ono 
being the second this year. 
Witness stated there had ‘been 
several accidents in other main 
thoroughfares Including Connaught. 
Road and Des Voeux Road _dut he 
could not, off hand, say how figures 
for these two roads compared with 
those for Queon'’s Road. In Caine 
Road there were less accidents, as 
the community thore was different 
from that in Queen’s Road. ~ 
After reviewing the evidence tho 
Coroncr pointed out to the jury 
that with regard to the general 
traffic in Queon’s Road the jury 
could make any recomniendations 
they wished, _ ?

. The Silver Problem. 


In an interview in | Manila, 
Senator Oddie discussed the ail- 
ver situation at great length. He

“The present problem, if it is to 
be solved, requires the co-opera- 
tive effort of the Far Enstern and 
Buropean nations," said Senator 
Oddie, “Stabilization of silver is 
not dependent upon conditions of 
production but upon conditions 
involving the use of silver as 
coinage. The decreased use of 
silver as coinnge is regponsible for 
the huge world surplus and the 
consequent depressed price for the 
white: metal.” : 

Senntor Oddie said there,is not 
suMcient realization of the gnorm- 
ity of the dilver . problein. He 
stressed that vital action alony 
effective lines must be taken.

Tho King’s Cinema Theatre is 
the first public building in Hong- 
kong to be equipped with aon air 
conditioning -plant, although -the 
system hag been Installed in several 
Shanghai theatres, and is a feature 
of most of the big theatres of 
America and _ elsewhere, Tho 
Jardine Engineering Company fit- 
ted the King’s with the York 


Shipley scheme, an American plaht}| 


which practically works automatl- 
eally. 

Many things had to be taken into 
consideration in inatalling the 
system at the King’s, where many 
people arc crowded ‘Into & compara- 
tively small space. The four main 
things were the quantity, purity, 
temperature and “tunidity of the 
air, and after various tests, en- 
gineera arrived at what they con- 
sidered the most desirable degree 
of temperature and humidity, in- 
side the theatre. These conditions 
are described as” the “comfort 
line,” and are based on the tempera- 
ture and humidity of the Inside att 
In comparison with that of the out- 

ide air, The scale on which the 
King’s plant works, is to maintain 
the humidity inside the theatre nt 
60 per cent, and to regulate the 
temperature inside on a aeale a few 
outside 
air, This ratio is as follows, tha 
figures in purenthesis being the in- 
side temperature: —76 deg. (73),

In order to arrive at these figures 
the engineers had to begin calcula- 
tions, tuking the local daily weather 
reports as a guide.

The purifying, cooling and de- 
humidifying of the afr is perform- 
ed in an apparatus known as an air 
washer and consists of a large! 
galvanised iron room fitted inside 
with spray nozzles which, when 
supplied with a, suitable quantity 
of water under pressure, produces 
a. finely divided apray through 
which the air blows, This spray 
removes all form of dirt, dust, 
amoke and other impurities and 
sends the air out into the theatre 
again with the freshness that is 
felt after a rainstorm. This air 
washer also cools the ‘air to the de- 
sired temperature, as the water] 
used to produce the spray is cooled 
to a low temperature. The third 
function of the oir washer 1s de- 
humidifying the air. The question 
of humidity is, of course, a most 
important: one in Hongkong. 

Mechanical refrigerntion used in 
cooling the King’s Theatre, re- 
quiries machinery sufficient to pro- 
duce the same effect as the melting 
of 120 tons of ice per day. This 
cooling is divided between two 


machines, which are used separate-| = 


ly or together, depending on the 
number of people inside the theatre 
and the temperature and humidity 
of the outside air. These machines 
require 176 h.p. with an additional 
50 -h.p. for auxiliary equipment. 
Approximately 250 h.p. of electrical 
energy is uscd. z 

An unusual feature of fitting 
the cooling plant at the King's was 
that one of the most difficult 
obstacles to be overcome was the 
securing of cooling water to con- 
dense the refrigerant. “A comprer- 
sion of 200 Ibs. to the square inch 
was, necessary for refrigeration 
and ‘this required 400 yallons of 
water a minute. 

This water is not connected with 
the air washing but is used merely 
in the condensora and then allowed 
to run awny, as it cannot be used 
again.

Over- 
production ‘ig one of those loosely 
applied terms that are very apt, 
under tho influence of a palitiect, 
ly minded press, to Jose their real 
meaning. Generally — speaking, 
what is referred to ns over-pra- 
duction is simply under-consump- 
tion and this fs by no means the 
sume thing. It doeg not follow 
that because Russia jx dumping 
wheat and Umber in E. ngland that 
Russia is growing wealthier by 
exporting commodities that have a 
greater real value to the underfed 
and poorly-housed peasantry of 
that country than to the present 
actual consumers, 

. This over-production idea is the 
“Ifoundation of the fallacy knowi 
as the “favourable trade balunce” 
that lays down the astonishing 
principle that when two nations 
trade together one must gain and 
the other loxe. It tells us that 
the nation whose exports exceed 
itd imports. necossirily becomes

it ta supplement the lighter. for 
then half the quantity will do it, 
Wealth docs not consist In having 
more gold, but by having onough 
to procure for ourselves a greater 
plenty of the convenienccs of life 
than comes within the’ reach of 
our nelghbours. If the quantity 
of gold in the world became twice 
un much as it ja and our share of 
it was doubled we should, not be 
ene jet the richer. The true 
silue of money ix found . only 

n it passes from one to an- 
ther in huying and selling.” 

Capital Levy. 

Amd now, gentleven, | have no 
time to do more than make a brief 
reference to a popular misconeep- 
tion of that very able and atates- 
manlike measure known a8 the 
Capital Levy, it is intimately 
concerned with all our money pro- 
hblems and has the approval of 
moat of the Icading economists of 
our time--fer it is, after” all, a 
very modern conception, arising 
oul of the appalling state of our 
finances and the (notastic amount 
of interest, roughly about a mil- 
lion pounds s day, that we have 
to pay on War Debts alone. 

It is most unfortunate that sv 
important an economic measure 
should: les bandied about in’ the 
confusion, of party politica and 
that the ‘Capital Levy should be 
generally associnted ~ with th: 
ninggnie of t ted Fing and simi- 
Inv discordant = manifestations 
that, however properly they may 
belong te the House of Commons, 
are ott af place in assemblies of 
thinking people. 

The common fallacy ‘y alfout:Jhe 

Capital Levy fa that it means 
confiseation., Nothing is farther 
from the truth, [t means relief 
from an intolerable burden of 
taxation dnd a return to business 
prosperity. I am not talking 
politics, I don’t take the slightest 
interest in politics, 1 assure you 
1 haven’t any idea as to whether 
we are at the moment laboriously 
sulfering under a Conservative 
conservatively 
suffering under a Labour Govern- 
ment. I look on this matter pure- 
ly as a monev problem—is an ac- 
tuarial adjustment of our finances 
on sound and reasonable. lines, 
free from injustice and fair to 
everybody. Why should a levy, 
paid onee and for all, be_ any 
more . confisention than Death 
Duties paid once and for all, or 
Income Tax paid year after year? 
A nation that seeks to pay off ; 
War Debt of - these wroteaquic 
dimensions by crippling industry 
with a crushing burden of annual 
taxation is like 8 man that keeps 
on taking bis temperature punlens 
of tnking his medicine. J all

WHITSUN HOLIDAY. 
CONGESTION AT CERTAIN 
POPULAR ATTRACTIONS. 


London, May 26. 

Brilliant sunshine in southern 
England favoured holiday- -makers 
yesterdny, and the ‘resorts at the 
seaside and in the country were 
crowded. 

The beauty spots jir the neigh- 
bourhood of London have pro- 
bably never proved so popular. 
It is estimated that 350,000 peo- 
ple visited Hampton Court durjng 
the dny. Nearly 8,000 passed 
through the gates of the London 
“Zoo,” and about the, same num- 
ber attended the Crystal Palace. 

‘Immense crowds were present 
nt the cricket matches and other 
sports meetings, and the Thames 
riverside -resorts attracted =a re- 
cord number of visitors. 

Congestion of traffic was, how- 
vver, most acuteon the roads lend- 
ing to the new country zoo at 
Whipsnade, about thirty miles 
from. London. Twenty-eight thou- 
sand, people paid for admission, 
but an immense number were un- 
able to reach the new park, a8 the 
omnibus services could not ac- 
commodate a large proportion of 
the people who arrived by train at 
the stations within a few miles of 
Whipsnade, and it beenme neces- 
sary to cancel the zoo tickets by 
later trains. Owing: to conges- 
tion on‘the ronds to the 200, oc- 
cupants of a large majority of 
private cnrs were also forced to 
abandon the journey, and it was 
Inte at night before the ‘roads 
were cleared of picnic traffic.—
